Thousands of Uninvited Guests Cause 
* of Heart-rending scenes in New 

York Armories 

New York.—Thousands ofeuninvit- 
ed children, for whom no gifts were 
provided, crowded their way into the 
7ist Regiment Armories Tuesday 
night and threw New York’s larges 
children’s Christmas festival into a 
riot. During the height of the up- 
roar fourteen thousand youngsters 
were in a mad scramble for their 
share of presents which were stacked 
up on tables for distribution to seven 
thousand needy kiddies, who had been

The trouble started when clowns 
made their appearance on the armory 
floor. Children, who had _ been as- 
signed to places in the building, 
rushed out on the floor in mass for- 
mation and crowded about the mer- 
rymakers to take advantage of the 
disorder to help themselves from the 
gift table, and in a minute the rush 
was on. 

The policemen present were liter- 
ally swept off their feet, additional 
reserves. were summoned and .a bug- 
ler sounded the assembly call, bring- 
ing to the rescue the uniformed 
armory detail.- Children fought and 
scratched each other for the posses- 
sion of dolls and other toys in the 
packages of presents. One freckled, 
red-faced youth, wearing an abreviat- 
ed army coat, was seen to carry away 
eight packages under his arm. Order 
was not restored until thousands of 
children had been driven into the 
street by main force. 

The juvenile festival was staged 
by the People’s Liberty Chorus and 
the police department to provide en- 
tertainment and gifts for needy 
children,

New York—Yellow fever will be 
wiped off the earth within five years, 
it was asserted by Dr. T. C. Lister, 
chairman of the yellow fever com- 
mission which went to Peru and Ecu- 
ador in 1918, upon his arrival ‘here 
from Hayana on the steamer Esperan- 

za, 

Already the disease has been erad- 
icated from Central America, he said, 
although it still rages in Southern 
Mexico and a portion of Brazil, The 
committee stamped out the epidemics 
of the fever in Salvador, Honduras 
and Nicarauga, Dr. Lister said.

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Canada’s Task in 1920 


The world can get along without 
many things which are, however, in 
general use, but it cannot get along 
without food, and particularly those 
kinds of food which Canada is spec- 
jally adapted to produce; namely, 
wheat, meats, butter and cheese.

During the’ war, millions of people 
in Europe tasted the quality. of our 
Canadian foodstuffs who had never 
even seen them, and possibly had 
never heard of them, before. Even 
if they were not in the dire straits 
in which they now find themselves 
they would relish the obtaining of 
our Canadian products in large quan- 
tities, and both as individuals and 
governments the nations of Europe 
are prepared to take all the food pro- 
ducts of Canada which we can pro- 
duce and they have it in their power 
to pay for. 

Let it be repeated and emphasized 
—the world needs food and Canada 


Under these circumstances, surely 
the lesson for Canada, and the people 
of Canada, is plain. It is to develop 
the food producing capacity of this 
Dominion to the highest degree. 
During the war greater production 
was urged and undertaken by our peo- 
ple as a work of patriotism, as an es- 
éential war-winning work. At one 
time we came perilously close to los- 
ing the war for want of food, but 
the people of Canada, the United 
States and Britain rallied to the call 
of greater production and saved the 
situation. By winning the war we 
saved civilization, But civilization is 
still in danger, because a hungry peo- 
ple are always ripe for revolution and 
the acceptance of all the wild theories 
of the Bolshevist and anarchist. 

The call of patriotism is, therefore, 
still insistent that the people of Can- 
ada should in this new year devote 
their energies to greater production, 
no waste, simpler living. The prac- 
tice of these policies and virtues is 


essential, not only to safeguard the}

of Canada as a nation, and to his own 
prosperity as an individual. 

Prices may not, probably will not, 
remain at their present abnormally 
high level, but in view of the present 
world shortage of food and enormous 
demand from Europe, it will be-a 
long time, if ever, before prices will 
drop to their pfe-war level.

The method that will be adopted to 
carbonibe lignite for the manufacture | 
of briquettes at the plant which is 
being erected by the Saskatchewan | 
lignite utilization board at Bienfait, 
Sask., is to pour lignite dust over a! 
series of heated baffle plates project- 
ing from the sides of a chimney, it 
was announced by Hon. Chas, Dun- 
ning in- the Saskatchewan assembly. 

In view of the uneasiness of the 
southeast of fhe province over the 
apparent progress that is being made 
by the board in the conduct of its 
work, Premier Martin gave the as- 
sembly a very complete report of the 
board’s work. This was supplement- 
ed by Mr, Dunning with the relation 
of an intefesting description of the 
experiments conducted by the board.

A Saskatchewan Invention 


Machine For Removing 
Seed From Flax Straw 

A new machine which will in all 
probability revolutionize the flax- 
crowing and linen industry in  Can- 
ada has just been completed by a 
Saskatoon Iron Works, This mach- 
ine was designed by F. W. Van Allen 
and is to be shipped td the Dominion 
Experimental Farm at Ottawa, On- 
tario. It is a threshing machine for 
removing seed from flax straw which 
is to be used in fibre mills, For this 
purpose it is essential that the straw 
be kept straight, even and unbroken. 
In the operation of the new machine 
the bundles of flax are opened and 
fed into the deseeder, which threshes 
the heads thoroughly without injury 
to the straw, and delivers the seed 
well cleaned, and sends the chaff to 
a bagger, this having value as a stock 
feed. The straw is kept parallel dur- 
ing the whole operation and deliver- 
ed, after being threshed, into small 
bundles or sheaves ready for the pro- 
cesses of “retting’” and “scutching.”

The Koh-I-Nor Diamond 


History of This Famous Jewel Can 
Be Traced Back for Six 

.Centuries 

One of the most precious jewels in 
the world is the Koh-i-Nor diamond, 
This stone has also been called the 
Mountain of Light and bears a most 
remarkable history, It is possible to 
trace that history for six centuries, 
when one of the most powerful of the 
Mogul emperors of India used the 
Koh-l-Nor as an eye of the peacock 
adorning his throne, The diamond 
has passed from one ruler to another 
until it became a belief that whoever 
possessed the stone was sure to rule 
over the Junjaub, the large province 
in the northwest corner of our Indian 
empire, But when in 1849 the Pun- 
jaub was captured by British forces, 
the Koh-i-Nor was handed over to 
Queen Victoria and placed in the 
Tower of London, The stone has 
since been recut, an operation which 
reduced its weight and value, yet it 
is worth a huge sum of money, as 
upwards of $750,000 have been offered

Great Demand 
For Alberta Fish 


Companies Have Contracts for Half 
a Million Pounds of 
Whitefish 
Planning to supply over one mil- 
lion pounds of whitefish during each 
season, the two new fishing compan- 
ies at Buffalo Lake, Alberta, the Al- 
berta Fish Company of Edmonton 
and the Big River Fish Company of 
Saskatchewan, have already been ac- 
tively engaged in fishing operations 
since the season opened on December 
Ist. The first consignment of white- 
fish to arrive from the scene of oper- 
ations at Buffalo Lake has already 
arrived in Edmonton, this being a 
shipment sent out by the Alberta Fish 
Company. This company began mov- 
ing out the shipment on December 3, 
or three days after the season open- 
ed, Already these two companies 
have contracts for half a million 
pounds of whitefish in Alberta and 

Saskatchewan. 

According to an official of one of 
the new companies, there is a short- 
age of whitefish in the smaller lakes 
this season, and the demand for the 
product is likely to be heavy. The 
first carload arriving is of the finest 
quality and commercially establishes 
the great value of Buffalo Lake as a 
future source of whitefish supply.

Douglas Fir as a 
Sugar Producer 


A New Source For Sugar in the 
Leaves of the Douglas Fir of 
British Columbia 


Passing in strangeness any botani- 
cal discovery made in recent times is 
that recently made of a new source 
for sugar in the leaves of the Douglas 
fir situated in certain confined por- 
|tions of the dry belt of British Col- 
umbia. Though this sugar was gath- 
|ered by the Indians for centuries, 
land the bears have long been break- 
ing down branches to feed upon it, 
the prenomenon seems to have es- 
caped the notice entirely of the early 
missionaries and explorers and the 
| surveyors who came later, for no word 
; of it is written in the chronicles of 
| the province, and had the pioneers 
known of it they undoubtedly would 
have written of it on account of its 
strangeness, 

The report of the facts relating to 
) the phenomenon is made possible by 
| the research of Prof. John Davidson, 
| F.LS., F.B.S.E., botanist in charge of 
|the University of British Columbia, 
who spent much time in the dry belt 
region to investigate the phenomenon. 

He found that trees on southern 
and eastern exposures on gentle 
slopes in the dry belt region of Brit- 
ish Columbia lying between parallels 
50 and 51 and longitude 121 to 122 
chiefly yielded sugar. Trees in dense 
forest and the other exposures in the 
dry belt did not gencrally yield. The 
trees which yielded were well apart, 
thus getting a good supply of sun- 
light on their leaves, a more plentiful 
| supply of sunlight on their roots, and 
| having a better air circulation through 
| them than trees in densely forested

England Building 
. Giant Dirigibles 


Keels Laid for Ships of 5,000,000 
Cubic Feet 

In view of the fact that the Uni- 
ted States navy has put in an order 
for a 2,000,000 cubic foot rigid dir- 
igible to be constructed by \England, 
a few facts relative to England are 
pértinent. English dirigibles pat- 
terned after the approximate plan of 
the German Zeppelins have been 
constructed to a size of 2,700,000 
cubic feet. The speed of ships of 
this size is about 75 miles per hour, 
and their endurance about 175 hours. 
This gives a possibility of a cruls- 
ing radius of over 13,500 miles, more 
than half the distance around the 
earth. 

Ships of still greattr size and ca- 
pacity are already being construct- 
ed in England, keels have been laid 
for ships of 5,000,000 cubic feet, and 
all new hangars in England are be- 
ing constricted to 
ships up to that size. 

Airships of, still greater size are 
contemplated, and plans for a 10,000,- 
000 cubic foot dirigible ship have 
been completed in England. Its 
length would be about 1,100 feet, 
slightly less than one-fourth of a 
mile, while the total lift of the gas 
would be more than 300 tons, and 
the full lift would be approximately 
200 tons. This useful lift could be 
used for trartisportation of troops 
‘and equipment, or for a cruising 
radius of over 20,000 miles, if such 
were desirable, 


Power In Alberta 


All the Power Required in the Provy- 
ince Can Be Generated 
From Coal 
The conservation commission has 
published a report by James White, 
deputy head of the commission, on 
the generation of electrical power in 
Alberta, in which the use of coal is 
declared to be more economical than 
water power. Mr, White shows that 
by establishing super-power stations 
at the principal coal-mining centres 
all the power required in the prov- 
ince can be generated from coal, 
which at present is being wasted or 
left in the mine, It is suggested that 
super-power stations at Lethbridge, 
Drumheller and vicinity of Edmon- 
ton, with transmission lines of, in 
general, not more than 100 miles in 
length, would supply electric energy 
to practically the whole of the prov- 
ince, The energy generated by only 
two great steam electric units of 80,- 
000 h.p. each, similar to one now in 
operation in a street railway power- 
house in New York, would supply the 
whole province with power and tight 
The relative costs of steam-electric 
and hydro-electric plants are com- 
pared, and the use of natural gas for 
the production of power, except un- 
der special conditions, is deprecated, 
The possibilities of the electrification 
of railways, the occurrence of petro- 
leum and the fixation of nitrogen 

are briefly discussed.

1 Seed Growing Industry 
Of British Columbia 


Farm and Garden Seed Valued at 

Over $50,000 Grown in Province 

The seed growing industry of Brit- 
ish Columbia has seen great advances 
during the past two or three years. 
Last year it is estimated, farm and 
garden seed valued at over $50,000 
was grown in that province, chiefly at 
mainland points, and disposed of to 
buyers of Eastern Canada. This year 
the value of the product will be much 
greater, though at present no reliable 
data thereon is available. 

British Colubmia is considered to 
be an idtal place for seed production, 
and in all varieties the excellence of 
the product grown there has been 
demonstrated; the demand from east-

Will Double 
Great activity in farm lands in 


Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
with the biggest demand that hag 
been in evidence for several years, is

Farm lands are changing hands 
rapidly, but the purchasers are, for 
the most part, local men who know 
the land and have had an opportun- 


ity during the summer to inspect it 


and. to ascertain what ,it will pro- 
duce. One feature of the land move- 
ment is that fully 80 per cent. of 


the purchasers are men who will ac- 
tually farm the land themselves. 
During the last six morths land 
values have advanced fully 20 per 
cent,, continues the report. In the 
three prairie provinces the prevailing 
prices at which these propertics are 
changing hands are from $50 to $60 
per acre for improved land, and from 
$30 to $35 per acre for unimproved
